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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for 
the reasons set forth below: 

In response to applicant's remark regarding claims 10 and 17 that Bainbridge fails to teach or suggest that a client computer 
comprises a plurality of proxy objects, each of which associated with an object on a server (page 7, last paragraph - page 8, 1st 
paragraph and 5th paragraph), these two claims have been amended though with the similar limitations to those recited in claim 1, also 
have changed their scope as well. Therefore, they are rejected for the similar reasons as stated in claim 1 

Also, claim 17 just recite the limitation in which each of proxy objects is associated with an object and not specifically an object on a 
server. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., each object on a server) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

With respect to applicant's remark that Bainbridge (fig. 2 and col. 6, lines 1 - 7) fails to teach multiple object proxies, especially where 
the object proxies are associated with objects that perform the same function (page 8, 2nd paragraph and page 9, 2nd paragraph), the 
examiner disagrees. Bainbridge discloses that when first application program wishes to make a remote procedure call to request that 
work be done by a server, it sends a message to the proxy object which in conjunction with ORB, forms an object reference from the 
request which identifies a server group should be used to satisfy the client request (col. 6, lines 1 - 7). In other words, if there are two 
remote procedure calls, there are two local proxy objects and that also forms two objects reference. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious for one of an ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made to recognize that the client machine can have more than 
one local proxy object, one for each remote object in a server on which it communicates/operates with. 

Furthermore, Bainbridge also discloses the objects that perform the same function in which each object reference that is formed from 
each remote procedure call contains additional components such as a server group ID and a policy group ID (col. 6, lines 5-7 and 29 - 
45). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually (page 9, last paragraph), one cannot show nonobviousness 
by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
